In a rear-end collision on the W est­ 
ern Maryland Railroad at McDonogh, 
Baltimore 
county, 
early 
Saturday 
night, 12 persons on the Hanover ac­ 
commodation were injured, the p as­ 
sengers greatly frightened and shak­ 
en up and the pilot of freight engine 
625 demolished. 
Among the injured 
were: 
.Jesse Sell, Hanover, conductor of j 
passenger train 
No. 
47, known as 
Hanover 
accommodation; 
severe 
bruises and sprained muscles of right j 
leg; skin abrasions; cut over right 
eye one-fourth inch long 
and one- 
eighth of an inch deep 
John T. Jenkins, Pottsville, a stud­ 
ent at 
the 
Gettysburg Theological 
Seminary, bruises and sprain of mus­ 
cles of right leg; abrasian 
of skin 
over shin. 
The other ten passengers are no’. I 
known here and their injuries were 
not serious. 
It is believed that the cause of the 
collision was due to the air brakes on 
the passenger train, w'hich refused to 
work as they should after passing 
Sudbrook Station 
ll was said by one 
of the officials of the road th a t after 
passing Sudbrook Station the brakes 
went wrong. 
Owing to this the pas­ 
senger train was forced to back up 
to each of the station* it had passed. 
in this way getting behind the sched­ 
ule time. 
The innocent and unwitting cause of 
the accident was John Francis Holly, 
and he was one of the worst injured. 
He was 
returning to his home at 
Mount Wilson with his wife. 
Mary 
Elizabeth Holly. The train w*ent past 
Mount Wil son, however, and Holly a p ­ 
pealed ‘to the conductor to back. To 
this the conductor agreed. 
Behind the Hanover accommodation 
wa* freight No. 625, which was run­ 
ning IO minutes behind the passenger 
train. 
The time taken in backing to 
Mount Wilson took up that IO min­ 
ute* and before anyone could avert 
an accident the freight, which came 
out of the darkness, had crashed into 
the rear. 
The sm oker of the passenger train 
ielescoped partly into the car in front 
of it. 
A number of passengers were 
thrown from 
their 
seats, 
escaping 
with a few bruises, but James Francis 
Holly, who was in the car ahead, was 
not so fortunate. 
He was jammed be­ 
tween two seats and badly cut and 
bruised. 
For a moment there was great ex­ 
crem ent throughout the train. 
Ai­ 
th! ugh he wws cut about the head and 
eye and his ankle wrenched. Con­ 
ductor Sell called out that there was 
no danger and his assistants hurried 
through the cars assuring everyone 
that no ran g er was to be feared. 
Word was flashed to Hillen Station 
and a wrecking crew dispatched to the 
scene. 
A f thing* began to clarify it 
was foum: that Dr. J. T. tiering was 
on the train and he immediately be­ 
gan assisting the injured and making 
them as lomfortable as possible until 
Baltimore was reached. 
At Hillen Station Dr. D. Z. Dunott 
had made preparations to receive the 
injured and as soon as the train pulled 
ut n e / w*re tak »» into a ro rn on the 
second floor of the building and tre a t­ 
ed there. 
John T. Jenkins, of Pottsville, a 
student a t the local Seminary was on 
his way 
to 
Gettysburg, 
and 
was 
one of the passengers in the rear 
coach, which 
was 
struck 
by 
the 
freight. He told the following story: 
‘‘I was riding near the front of the 
back coach when the freight ran into 
us. We had just stopped at a station, 
I think it was McDonogh. A few min­ 
utes later I happened to look back and 
saw the headlight of the freight train 
bearing down upon us. In a moment 
I realized what was to happen and 
started to jump from my seat, but 
it was too late, for the next instant 
the heavy train crashed into the rear 
of our car. 
There were a number of 
women in the car, all of whom be-, 
came greatly excited when the crash 
came. 
Passengers were hurled from 
their scats. 
In trying to jump from 
my seat my right leg was caught be­ 
tween the scat in which I was sitting 
and the one in front.” 


Speese and Pfeffer and the Auburn 
Shale Brick Company each sent by 
parcel post this morning a brick of lo­ 
cal manufacture to be used in build­ 
ing a brick house at the Colliseum 
Chicago, during the Clay 
Products 
Exposition which is to be held Feb­ 
ruary 26th to March 8th. These bricks 
will be two of 25,000 sent in the con­ 
struction of this house, which will be 
given away and re erected after the 
exposition. 
The idea was originated to test the 
merits of the parcel post system and 
it is certainly a novel one. 
A record 
will be kept of each brick from the 
time the brick is mailed until it is 
delivered in Chicago in order to see 
how speedily Uncle Sam can deliver 
a brick house by mail. 
It is probable that Uncle Sam’s car­ 
riers in Chicago will not be overly 
enthusiastic for this method of deliv­ 
ery of a brick house. 
Other mail 
farriers throughout the country will 
watch the experiment with interest 
and fear and trembling. 
While the 
brick fireproof home is becoming more 
and more popular because of its per­ 
manency, economy and superiority, it 
is not probable that ihev will lie de­ 
livered by mail to any alarming ex­ 
tent. 
At any rate Gettysburg will have 
two bricks in the first brick house 
ever sent by mail.

New York, which goods were deliver­ 
ed to the store in Baltimore and 
.hecks were given in payment of the 
-ame. 
The 
checks 
were 
returned 
protested and no funds; and when the 
plaintiff went to hunt for his good* 
they were not to be found. 
Subsequent investigation revealed 
the fact that these goods hail been 
moved 
to 
Bendersville 
where 
the 
same party and others re p re ssin g 
him opened a store under the name of 
the Bendersville Bargain House, Sat­ 
urday. 
Mr. Waldman came on from 
New York and 
went 
with 
Deputy 
Sheriff and Special Deputy Amos Col­ 
lins to Bendersville where he found 
the most of his goods, sold to the 
“ Mail Order House" in Baltimore on 
the shelves of the Bendersville store, 
together with a large stock of other 
gvKrds. 
In addition to the removal of the 
goods from Baltimore and the giving 
of worthless check* the defendant had 
made 
a 
statement 
to 
a 
commer­ 
cial agency, it is said, showing that 
he was worth $4700 when, according 
to the plaintiff’s affidavit he was not 
worth anything. 
A proceeding of this nature, being 
something unknown to the Prothono- 
tary, it took the combined forces, to­ 
gether with the legal services of sev­ 
eral members of the bar to get out 
the writ. 
As a result of this proceeding the 
store was closed on Saturday but 
this morning the Sheriff, under in­

from

caused to l>e removed sufficient of the 
merchandise to cover the claim and 
costs amounting to $800, and the pro­ 
prietors were then allows! to re-oper 
the place for business. 


HIRTH DAY PARTY 


A thunder storm touched some sec­ 
tions of Adams County late Saturday 
afternoon and the lightning was very 
plainly seen in Gettysburg. 
No dam­ 
age was reported in ‘this immediate 
vicinity but in York County three 
horses were killed in one stable. 
E. M. Keeport and his son, Ray­ 
mond, of near Lucky, were in their 
nam during the storm when lightning 
entered, killing three horses valued 
at $450, while the men and another 
horse escaped 
unscathed. 
Nothing 
was known of the loss of ‘the horses 
until early Sunday morning w’hen, on 
going to the stable to feed them, 
three 
were 
found 
dead 
two 
with 
their heads in the trough and the 
third sprawled out on the g r o u n d . A 
horse in a box stall directly beside, 
was uninjured. 
The horses killed were all fastened 
in their stalls with chains, which were 
touching some scrap iron on the man­ 
ger. 
The only possible conclusion is 
that the lightning struck the barn ami 
passed through the horses on going 
from the scrap iron to the ground. 
Mr. Keeport and his son had fed 
„nd bedded the horses for the night 
and had just finished feeding a colt 
alKiut 6.30 when the storm broke 
They continued working and whilst 
they heard 
several 
heavy 
thunder 
peals—considered remarkable at this 
time of the year—did not think anj*- 
thing unusual had occurred, and final­ 
ly returned ‘lo the house, believing 
everything was all right. 
Early Sun- 
lay morning, on going to the barn the 
dead horses were found in the stalls. 
There were no marks on the horses 
nor was there any mark on the wood­ 
work or in the ground to show' the 
.■nurse of the lighting. 
Unfortunately for Mr. Keeport, he 
had his horses insured in several com­ 
panies, but allowed his policies to ex­ 
pire without renewing them, so that 
he horses will be a total loss to him.

MUST GET MAIL
